4.  It  was  noted  that  the  heading  for  this  item  was  really  more  about  fairness  in  the  application  of  market  rules  to  all  farmer 
vendors.  Mr.  Paredes  noted  that  AFM  review  of  certificates  could  be  more  robust,  and  the  follow-up  with  other  County 
Agriculture  Commissioners  should  be  improved  to  ensure  the  certifications  and  claims  by  farmers  are  genuine.  It  was 
suggested  that  more  visits  to  farms  might  be  in  order,  if  resources  permitted.  Ms.  Rothballer  noted  that  there  is  an 
opportunity  to  improve  our  consumer  education  about  the  products  and  sources  of  produce  at  AFM.  This  would  encourage 
transparency  and  also  improve  adherence  to  rules  by  farmer  vendors.  Mr.  Gerstel  suggested  that  a speaker’s  bureau 
and/or  presentation  time  at  the  market  would  be  of  great  value,  helping  to  build  our  relationship  with  the  community  and 
our  patrons.  All  agreed  that  AFM  has  a stronger  bond  between  the  vendors  and  customers  than  most  markets,  that  was  a 
key  positive  aspect  of  AFM,  and  should  be  nurtured.  All  agreed  to  continue  this  discussion  at  future  meetings. 

5.  There  were  no  members  of  the  public  making  comment. 

6.  Meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:00  p.m.

Proposed  rate  is  a flat  $55  for  Saturday  and  Sunday,  with  no  summer/winter  rate 
differential. 

• There  was  discussion  by  members  present  which  included  suggestions  to  charge  a higher  rate  to 
those  only  renting  for  part  of  the  year. 

• Food  vendors  currently  pay  varying  costs.  The  Market  is  looking  at  a flat  rate  of  $ 1 00  with 
vendors  signing  a contract.  Vendors  will  need  to  pay  monthly  by  check.  Annual  contracts  are 
preferred,  but  seasonal  6-month  contracts  may  be  considered. 

3 . F encing  of  the  Market 

• The  Market  will  be  fenced  to  deal  with  safety  issues  and  to  curb  graffiti  and  vandalism. 

Current  plans  call  for  3 gates  across  the  entrances  only.

• Second  phase  of  the  Market  repaving  may  cost  close  to  $385,000  or  more.  There  are  ADA 
requirements  that  need  to  be  met  - ADA  ramps  and  ground  bumps/marker.
